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To Help Senior Citizens

Chief 
Resigns

HEBER CITY — Wasatch 
County Superintendent of 


Schools Berty Gividen has sub- | 


mitted his resignation to the 
county board of education, 
citing a difference in 
philosophies between him and 
board members as the reason. 

The resignation became 
public as a result of a special 
board meeting held last night 
and called for the express 
purpose of considering the 
resignation. The resignation 
was read and accepted at the 
meeting. 

Dated Wednesday, Mr. 
Gividen's resignation stated it

was to become effective the 
next day — Thursday. 

Following the board’s 
acceptance, Assistant 
Superintendent Douglas 
Merkley was appointed acting 
superintendent until a 
permanent appointment is 
made. 

There was. some indication 
that Mr. Merkley would be con- 
sidered again should he apply. 

A divergence of philosophies 
apparently developed between 
Mr. Gividen and the five new 
board members since the 
beginning of this year when the 
new board members took office. 

The differences apparently 
came to a head at the second 
board meeting in February 
when over 120 county residents 
attended the meeting. 
Superintendent Gividen’s con- 
tract was being considered at 
that meeting. 

Hearing reports about the 
differences, the majority of the 
citizens attending apparently 
came to express their desire 
that Mr. Gividen be retained. 

At the end of that meeting, 
the board, responding to. the 
attending citizens, decided to 
work with Mr. Gividen for 
another year. That is where the 
issue stood until he submitted 
his resignation. 

A complete changeover in the 
membership of the board was 
due to a state mandated 
reapportionment of school dis- 
trict precincts last year, 
requiring that all former board 
members run for re-election. 
Each of the former members 
was defeated.
